Davis Indictment 
Squashed 


At the request of Assist- 
ant County Solicitor Wil- 
Jam C. White Palm Beach 
Beach County Criminal 
Court squashed the indict 
ment against Mr. Marvin 
Davis of South Bay on Wed- 
nesday, March 2nd. 

Mr. Davis, former Chief 
of Police and now a city 
commissioner of South Bay 
in charge of the police, was 
indicted by the grand jury 
in May of 1964 for mis- 
feasance, malfeasance, and 
non-feasance of office, later 
changed to nonfeasance and 
receiving unlawful compen- 
sation. 

Reasons advanced by Sol- 
icitor White was a missing 
witness and the death of 
Mr. Gene Ellis, Glades in- 
vestigator for the county 
solicitor's office. Mr. White 
stated that much of Ellis’ 
information had not been 
reduced to writing, which 
together with the missing 
witness so weakened the 
case against Davis that he 


could not present a case 
that would stand up in 
court. 


Contacted in South Bay, 
Davis stated he had no in- 
tention of getting his old 
job back, “I'm making too 
much money in the dragline 
business.” Davis has at all 
times maintained his inno- 
cence of the charges.

In a letter of transmittal 
to Henry O. Earwood, High- 
way Safety Engineer, D. F.

Frost Damage Light 


Some slight burning of 
outer leaves of tender crops 
was reported Wednesday by 
Glades growers as a result 
of the temperature drop 
Tuesday night, and although 
it is too early to accurately 
assess damage, Glades grow- 
ers are optimistic. 

Thé frost was scattered 
and was mostly visible on 
dead vegetation and on gras- 
sy, open fields which have 
not completely 4 recovered 
from earlier cold spells. 
Coldest were the northeast 
fields, which had readings 
of 31 degrees. North and 
north west winds caused 


considerable variations in 
the readings but probably 
kept temperatures from 
dropping lower according to 
Mr, Wilbur Mincey, Glades 
meteorologist for the U. S. 
Weather Bureau. 

Mr. Mincey states that 
preliminary readings show 
that most lows occurred be- 
tween midnight and two in - 
the morning. Available 
readings show that the 
Glades Office Building had 
a low of 31.5, the Experi- 
ment Station 36 degrees, 
Belle Glade 38 degrees and 
Clewiston had a low of 44 
degrees.
